SIMPLE GRID BLOCK KEYING 
By Disk Blasce, WA4D#U 


With the advent of newer gear with beautiful CW keying 
characteristics on the market, the old home-brewer of bam 
‘with a more vintage rig may find that his present keying system 
Teaves much to be destrad. The marits of a differential grid~ 
block Keying system are discussed at length in many of the 
standard handtocks. However, most of the eirenite deseribod 
In the Iterature involve oné or more vacuum tubes, many 
parts, and in general cause tho builder to shy sway from all 
that hardware and stick to a simpler, poorer, system. 

‘The syatem shown above is very timpla, fovolvos no active 
elements, and does a nice job of providing true differential 
Keying af minimum cost, It is simply a voltage divider, with 
‘zener diode providing the differential function normally pro- 
vided with a VR tube, 

‘The system is designed as follows: from a tube manual, ob- 
tain the proper operating grid voltage andcurrentto place your 
final amplifier tube in class-C operation. Let B-neg, supply, 
volts, {- final grid current in milliamperes, and G- flaal neg. 
bias in volts, then: 


‘The voltage of thezener is chosen by subtracting the VFO bias 
a key down operation) from the supply bias, and choosing a 
Giode having a zener voltage smaller than this value, Several 
‘Yalues might be tried fo get optimum Keying. Capacitor C 1s 
chosen by tris] and error to get the proper waveform, ac- 
cording to your particular taste, D1 1s any general purpose 
diode. 

In operation, final tube bias falls exponentially as the key is 
closed. However, at a trigger point well before the driver and 
‘nal eonduet, tae zener stops conducting and the VFO is turned 
full on, while the other stages become operative at a later time 
depending on capacitor C, When the key isralsed, the final and 
driver will gradually turn off, and the VFO will remain fully on 
until te bias is nearly full value, atwhich time the zener con 
duets to stop oscillation and places a bias on the VFO to keep 
it from oscillating, 

The clreuit provides a minimum bias of G/2 on the final to 
protect it in case of excitation failure. Be sure that the VFO.
